ASSOCIATION ----- - by George Alexander 

One of my favorite organizations is the 
Blinded Veterans Association and I devote as 
much time as possible to assisting in their 
activities* The BVA is a eongressionally 
chartered veterans organization, headquarter¬ 
ed in Washington, B.C. and will be holding 
their 36 th National Convention, August 11-15 
1981, at Stauffer’s National Center Hotel in 
Arlington, Virginia. 

During this memorable occasion the United 
Postal Service will be honoring the BVA with 
a commemorative stamped envelope. The Dedi¬ 
cation of this Braille envelope will take 
place on August 13, 1981. On this same date 
the BVA will place an especially sculptured 
plaque in the Memorial Display Room at the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier In Arlington 
Cemetery. A joint resolution has been entered 
in the Congress of the United States, recommending that August 13 be 
declared National Blinded Veterans Day. 

The BVA, like all other organizations, has to constantly look for 
ways to raise funds to continue their rehabilitation, training, job 
placement, and other allied programs for America’s 30,000 blinded 
veterans. The commemorative stamped envelope offers them an oppor¬ 
tunity to make and sell first day covers and, at the same time, they 
will Issue an elongated and PNC’s. Dottle Dow is producing the elon- 
ated coin and all items will be available after August 13, 1981. Ton 
may make tax deductible contributions for any of the following items 
you wish sent after August “TTEK7 first Day Cover #1 at $1.50 each.

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(THEODORE ROOSEVELT by Irving R. Canter TEC #753 

Theodore Roosevelt, tvrantysixth President of the United States, ser¬ 
ved from 1901 to 1909. At this time, when inaugurated, at the age of 
fourtytwo was the youngest man ever to be President. He had been Vice 
President for only six months when President William McKinley was assas¬ 
sinated, in September 1901. Roosevelt won wide popularity and millions 
affectionately called him, "Teddy" or "TR". In 1904 the voters elected 
him to a second term as president. Re ran for a third term. In 1912 as 
the "Bull Moose Party" candidate, but lost to Woodrow Wilson. 

Theodore Roosevelt was bom In Few York City on October 27, 1858. He 
was the second of four children of Theodore and Martha Bullock Roosevelt. 
"Teedie" as the family called him, was younger than his sister Anna and 
older than his brother Eliott and his sister Corinne. Roosevelts ances¬ 
tors, the Van Roosevelts had come to America from Holland in the 1640*8. 
One of these ancestors Klaes Martensen Van Roosevelt settled in Few York 
which then was called Few Amsterdam. Klaes was also an ancestor of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, the thirty -second president of the United States. 
Most of the Van Roosevelts were wealthy landowners and businessmen. Theo¬ 
dore Roosevelt r s mother eame from a prominent Georgia family. One of her 
brothers was an admiral in the Confederate Havy. She sympathized with 
the south during the Civil War and her husband who was a supporter of 
the Forth, was as-importer of plate glass. However, the Roosevelts did’ 
not let their differences keep them from providing a happy homestyle for 
their family. Much like his father, Teedie had great energy, curiosity, 
and determination. He enjoyed an active childhood, although he was puny 
and frequently ill. He suffered greatly from dreaded Asthma. While play¬ 
ing with friends one day, he discovered he was also nearsighted. The 
other children easily read an advertisement on a billboard some distance 
away but not only was he not able to read the sign, he could not see the 
letters. Roosevelt wrote later, from then on he wore glasses. Theodore 
loved both books and the outdoors and he combined these Interests in na¬ 
ture study. His bureau drawers often smelled of dead mice and birds and 
so did he. He went abroad when he was ten and again, at fourteen, with 
his family on yearlong trips and visited Europe and the Middle-East. 

When Teddy was twelve, his father told him he would need a strong body 
to give his mind a chance to develop fully. The next year while alone on 
a trip to Maine, he was tormented by, two mischevious boys. He felt 
ashamed because he could not fight back. His father built a gymnasium 
in their Few York home and Theodore exercised there regularly. He over 
came his asthma and built up a anusal strong physical strenght. He 
studied under tutors until he entered Harvard University in 1876 at the 
age of eighteen. He earned good grades in college and graduated from 
Harvard in 1880. His first marriage dt age tweniytwo to Alice Hathaway 
Lee ended in a double tragedy. Alice ! died in 1884, two days after tke 
birth of a daughter, also named Alice and on the same day kis mother 
died of typkoid fever. 

Roosevelt decided to enter politics as a means of public service. At 
tke age of twentytkree, he won election to the Few York State Assembly 
and was reelected twice. His intelligence, courage and energy earned him 
the respect of the other legislators. In 1882 he served briefly as a 
leader in the Assembly as Republican Minority Leader,, however he refused 
to obey the party bosses and they removed him from the position. He then 
left politics and after the death of his wife and mother, he bought two 
cattle ranches on the Little Missouri River in Dakota Territory. He re¬ 
covered from his sorrow with all the activities and hard life and he be¬ 
came areal rancher. Wearing eowboy clothes he often spent 14 to 16 
hours in the saddle. He hunted buffalo and other wild animals, tended 
cattle and even helped law officers capture a band of outlaws.

Roosevelt was a aan of great energy and practised what he called the 

"Strenuous Life". He enjoyed horseback riding, thine hr’ 

hiking and boxing. He often expressed his earfchwslasm for 
describing it as "Bully". Cartoonists liked to draw Roosevelt with his 
rimless glasses, bushy mustaehe, prominent teeth and jutting jaw. 0 e 
cartoon showed him with a bear rub and soon toymakers were producing an¬ 
imals that are still known as, "Teddy Bears". + „ + . _ 

Is commander of the fearless Rough Riders, Roosevelt became a nation¬ 
al hero during the Spanish-American War in 1893. He led this famous 

Cavalry Regiment against the Spaniards in Cuba. He lead his Rough Rxders 

in an assault up the San Juan H i ll on July 1, 18 38, which flanke e 
Spanish blockhouse and earned him and his men the plaudits and fame they 

After the conflagration he returned to polities and won the Governor- 
shin of Hew York State. His utterance of these words, "I have always 
been fond of the West African proverb, "Sp-eaksoftly ; 
stick vou will go far". He then became Vice-President under william 
VcTCinlev In September 1901, after the assassination of McKinley he be¬ 
came President just six weeks before his forty-third birtday. He became 
known as the, "Trust Buster" and befriended Labor and Unions and insist¬ 
ed on the "The Sauare Deal" for both Labor and Management. 

His se^ice as president ran from 1901. to 1909 at which time he retir- 
ed H once again. In P 1912, he decided to run for*'the ! _P r ejI*^y a ga^ unde:£ 
the Bull Moose Ticket but was soundly defeated. He died of a blood clot 
in thp hpart on January 6, 1919 and. was buried at Sagamore Hill, in 
Oyster SayfllewYcS S 1961, Congress established ^oseTelt-s home at 
nvstpr Bav Hew York and his birthplace in Hew York City as Rational 
Historic Sites. His ranches at Medora, Rorth Dakota form part of the 
Theodore Uos^el? national Memorial Park Teddy Roosevelt is one of the 
four presidents whose faces are carved in granite on- the side of Mount 
Rushmore in South Dakota. 

Many varieties of elongated coins were made to commemorate this great 
leader^ he was a piece of Americana and deserved all and any honor be¬ 
stowed upon him. There are three specific issues depicted in Dottie 
Dow’s book, "The Elongated Collector", listed under Presidents._

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SIX MY BICYCLE RACES - 1901 by John G. Spadone 

Sunday afternoon, I went to a small airfield called "Amelia Earhart" 
located in Hialeah, Florida. The airfield was named after her last east¬ 
ward flight around the world. She took off from Miami, June 1937 with 
her navigator, Fred Noonan. Records show that her plane disappeared on 
July 3, 1937 enroute from Lae, New Guinea to Howland Island. An exten¬ 
sive search by U.S. Navy ships and planes failed to find any trace of 
the lost flyers. The field is now turned into a flea market; consisting 
mainly of Spanish buyers and sellers. 

As I walked along the main row of tables covered with merchandise. I 
spotted an old man on the side row, with all his wares on a blanket 
spread out on the ground. I walked up to him and asked him if he had any 
tokens, medals, coins etc. He handed me an old cigar box and said, I r ll 
take $10.00 for this. I opened the box and saw a hunch of common foreign 
coins, along with tax tokens, miscellaneous Items and what looked like a 
catch-all box for junk. I gave the man $10.00 and took the box home for 
better examination. Later that evening, went through the box and found 
a little bit of everything and much too common to consider this a good 
buy. At the bottomside of the box was a small envelope marked N.Y. 1901. 

I quickly opened the envelope and was amazed to see a dark brown metal, 
which turned out to be an elongated coin. I quickly took the coin out 
and saw across the top "BICYCLE RACES". A man riding the bicycle to the 
right, in the center, and across the bottom "SOUVENIR”, with a denticle 
border. The reverse side had across the top,/SIX MY BICYCLE/, below 
that, /RACES/, below that across the center,/MADISON SQUARE/, below that 
/GARDEN/, and across the bottom, /DEC. 9 TO 14, 1901/. 

Instantly, I figured it could be an unlisted elongate. I looked 
through the Dottle Dow, book and finally located a bicycle'rider going 
to the right with a denticle border and blank ^reverse, listed tuhder 
Miscellaneous XXX-15 on page 195* Next I looked in the Babin book¬ 
let which showed the same coin as #7B„R. (Bicycle Rider). I must say 
that both coins resembled mine except for the blank reverse. After 
thinking about this elongate for a while, it struck me that Charles F. 
Damm may have something to do with this coin directly or indirectly, in 
fact Sept, of 1901, he had rolled out a group of elongates for the Pan- 
American Exposition in Buffalo, N.Y. Charles F. Damm's style of engrav¬ 
ing resembled the bicycle rider elongate, with denticle border, and as a 
business man, he would take advantage of the reverse side for advertis¬ 
ing. Rolling both sides of the coin, which he has done many times before 
was more expensive, with the second engraving on the second die, but the 
profits were worth the effort. The next conclusive thought was that he . 
lived in area and was well known as an engraver, jewelry manufacturer, 
who also advertised rolling machines. I could be wrong but I think 
Charles had something to do with this coin. With all this information 
in mind, I was not satisfied and I couldn't let this elongate rest, so 
that I could hunt for others. I must find out was this coin made? Was 
bicycle ridind that important in those days. What were the interesting 
facts? Who won the race? What was the prize? How long has this been 
going on? A true collector doesn't just find a coin, put it in the album 
and forget about it till the whole set is complete. He becomes concerned 
inquisitive and wants to know the story behind the coin and event. 

The next day I went to Miami's main library and talked to one of the 
the girls in the reference department. I asked her about the bicycle 
races back in 1901, and she suggested that I look through the microfilm 
of the N.Y. Times of that month and year. I went to the department that 
stored and showed microfilm on machines. With the assistance of the lady 
in charge I was looking at the N.Y. Times 1901 microfilm. I turned the

film until I reached Dee. 8, 1901, which•started by announcing the event, 
I didn’t have time to read all the daily articles and remember what I 
read. The lady suggested that the machine could photograph all the bi¬ 
cycle articles at 100 a copy which I immediately accepted. later that 
week I enjoyed reading all the articles concerning this event. I know 
more about bicycle racing than the average person around and I still 
wasn’t satisfied. I went back to the library and checked out a book that 
covered everything about bicycles and racing that went back to the in¬ 
vention of the bicycle. I was then satisfied and put the> coin to rest 
in my album and got ready for the next hunt. That elongated coin paid 
off, not only in price but of all the knowledge that I have gained about 
the forgotten bicycle. I read about a new function besides its use for 
transportation and exercise. I saw the plans where a bicycle was built 
to produce electricity by installing a generator to the back wheel and 
an outlet to plug in a television set or any appliance etc. Who said we 
have an energy shortage? Rot as long as we can pedal a bicycle we will 


always have energy to produce work. 

Racing highlights - At midnight the 8 Dec. 1901 the annual Six Day 
Bicycle Race ( a test of soeed and endurance) was sponsored by the Ra¬ 
tional cycling Association with A.G. Batehelder as chairman. Seventeen 
teams were scheduled for the 144 hour grind in Madison Square Garden 
with 1/10 of mile track. The 17 teams were as follows: Gougoltz-Simar 
(French) foreign favorite, McFarland- Freeman (Calif.) American favorite. 
Kunroe-Newkirk (Tenn^), Babcock-Turville (N.Y.), DeRoeck-Kerff(Belgium), 
Fisher-Chavellier (Swiss), LePoutre-Muller (Italy), King-Samuelson (Salt 
Lake City), Furtos-Peterson (Cleveland),Lawson-Julius (Sweden)Kamstadt- 
Frahks (Vienna), Walthour- McEachem (Pan. Am.), Norcotte-Jories (N. Y.), 
Hall-McLaren (Eng.), Maya-Wilson (Pa.), Fredricks-Jaak(Germahy), Butler-

8 Dec. 1901 - Midnight with 12,000 people present the starting pistol 
was fired by "Young Corbett”, the featherweight champion pugilist, at 
12:11 with 16 teams representing nine countries the Furtos-Peterson team 
never started and Norcotte-Jones team was lapped by leaders and quit af¬ 
ter 10 miles. Popular cyclists were present, Frank Albert (Policeman) 
old time pedestrian and 6 day cyclist, "mile a minute" Charley Murphy, 

Albert Shock, Frank Waller, etc. ^ , . 

On 9 Dec 1901 - The race started at 12:11 and first mile was timed at 
2:27 3/5 minute, at one o’clock Gougoltz team led at 24.625 miles and at 
noon same team led at 259.6 miles. At midnight the Fisher team led at 


513.3 miles. . .„ , , 

10th Dec. - Four of the sixteen teams quit leaving 12 teams ot con¬ 
tinue the monotonous grind around the 1/10 mile track. Gougoltz-Simar 
(French) and McFarland-Freeman(American) both favorite teams quit, Kerff 
DeRoeck (Belgium) and Norcotte-Jones (N.Y.) also quit. At noon, Fisher 

team led the pack at 719.8 miles. # 

11 Dec. - Two more teams withdraw from the race weeding out the week- 
lings, Muller-LePoutre (Italy) team quit 2.30 A.. M. at 537.6 miles. 
Kamstadt-Frank (Austrian) team quit 733 miles. Earnstadt was injured 
on previous evening and were miles behind. At ten P.M. the teams were 
8 miles behind last years record. At noon Fisher team led at 1,172.8

12 Dec. - The race settled down to a test of endurance and ten remaining 
rode easy gait, sprinting to gain lap. At one o’clock Butler team led 
at 1,406 miles. Short distance sprints,' exhibitions, pursuit races ex¬ 
cited the crowds during the day.

15 Dec. - At one o'clock Walthour team led the race at 1812.1 miles with 
10,000 people attending. At two o'clock Fisher fell and broke his 
shoulder which put them out of the race. 

14 Dec. - Five teams were left and riding and conserving their energy 
The resting quarters were moved to track side to save time and have more 
rest. Julius retired with broken shoulder, at one o'clock Walthour led 
race at 2296.3 miles. 

15 Dec. — Dur in g this week 60.000 people attended the races. Walthour 
team won the six day bicycle race at 2555.4 miles which took 144 hours. 
All the teams that stayed in the race ,for six days had all their expen¬ 
ses paid by the management. (The next six-day race was schedulrd in 
January 1902 at Boston, Massachusetts.) The results of the 1901 race is 
as follows:

Machine frame is of heavy bronze. Gears, handle, coin slide, and 
coin catcher are chrome plated. Steel stand is also plated. 

Machine has a slide to drop coin into and push in, turn handle one 
full turn and coin slides into coin catcher. A steel roller holds up 
to 4 engraved dies. 

The machine comes with a steel stand and with two wheels on one end. 
Just tilt the stand and you can push it like a two wheel cart, any¬ 
where. I have only one machine like this.
